Webster’s 
Ezekiel. 


For his own brother, Ezekiel Web- 
ster, Daniel had not only the most de- 
voted affection, but the most exalted 
respect. In his early years he looked 
as anxiously for Ezekie’s approval of 
all his acts, as Coriolanus did for 
that of his mother. His confidence 
in his elder brother’s judgement was 
unbounded; his reliance en his wis- 
dom and counsel was without limit. 
When he had brought the whole na- 
tion to pay homage at his feet for the 
splendor of his triumph in the Hayne 
debate, Daniel Webster had one keen 
regret: “How I wish,” he serrow- 
fully exclaimed, “that my poor brother 
had lived till after this speech, for I 
know that he would have been grati- 
fied by it!” . -§ " It ap- 
pears from a statement made by. Mr. 
Webster in after years that they 
shared the megre contentsofa common 
purse until they had fully established 
themselves in their profession. But 
neither the assistance of his father 
nor of his younger brother enabled 
Ezekiel to pursue his college course 
without interruption. Ife was 
obliged to eke out his expenses’ by 
taking charge of a private school ip 
Boston, keeping pace with his college 
class as best he could in the odd hours 
when he was not teaching. - Ezekiel 
was thought by many persons who had 
the opportunity of judging his quali- 
ties the equal of-his more celebrated 
brother in intellectual endowments. 
Their father was wont to say that 
“Ezekiel could not-tell half he knew, 
but Daniel could tell more than he 
knew.” Ezekiel’s great failing was 
his timidity, while Daniel was as bold 
and fearless as a lion. Still, the 
other brother’s talent won him high 
rank both as a lawyer and politician. 
He rose to the head of the bar in his 
native State, served often in both 
branches of the Legislature, and at 
the time of his death, in the very 
prime of his years, is pronounced to

have been “by far the most worthy 


and influential man in New Hamp- 
shire.” It was on the 10th of April, 
1829, that Ezekiel Webster, at the age 
of 49, fell suddenly dead in the midst. 
of a brilliant argumentin the Court- 
liouse at Concord, at the very feet of 
the Judges. His death was caused by 
heart disease.— From Harvey's Remin- 
iscences.

President Hayes on the Chi- 
nese Question. 


WaSHINGTON, January 19.—There 
is no authority for the published 
statements that President Hayes is 
opposed to legislative enactments for 
restriction of Chinese immigration, 
and that he believes the only proper 
way to prevent wholesale Mongolian 
mmigration is by means of treaty 
stipulations. The President fully rec- 
ognizes the power of Congress te leg- 
islate upon the subject in conflict 
with treaty provisions, and in case 
Congress manifests a willingness to 
take a short and certain road for at- 
tainment of the relief and protection 
desired, he is not at all inclined to in- 
terpose any obstacle to the exercise o 
their power. He would, nevertheless 
for obvious reasons, prefer that re- 
strictive action should. be taken by 
the Chinese Government, if possible, 
or that China should formally acquiese 
in such action on our part. In accor- 
dance with this view he is disposed to 
think that it would be wise and proper 
to immediately invite the attention of 
the Chinese Government to the sub- 
ject through diplomatie channels 
without thereby waiving the right to 
resort, either coincidently or pros- 
pectively, to the other methods of ac- 
tion if Congress considers it necessary 
or advisable.

influence expended over $800 to assist 
the prosecution. The circumstances 
of the murder are these: I owned

PROPOSED ABOLITION OF Our Drrio- 
MATIC SERVICE.—New York, January 
22d.—A Tribune Washington special 
says: The Sub-Committee on Appro- 
priations, charged with.the prepara- 
tion of the Consular and Diplomatic 
bill, -had a long interview with the 
Secretary of State to-day. . The most 
important feature of this conversation 
was the announcement made by Rep- 
resentative Hewitt of an intention to 
perfect a measure looking to the entire 
abolition of the: Diplomatic Service 
and the transfer of the ordinary sub- 
jects of diplomatic correspondence and 
‘intercourse to the Consular Service, 
leaving special subjects of negotiation, 
such as treaties, etc., to special Com- 
missieners. The history of our diplo- 
matic intercourse, he said, presents 
numerous instances where this course 
has been pursued, even when we have 
had Ministers resident at the Courts 
of the Powers interested in the nego- 
tiation. Hewit told the Secretary also 
that he favored the establishment of a 
Consular. Bureau in the Department 
of State, to have charge of Consular 
affairs.

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A Dollar a Day. 
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Seven Hundred Men Eagerly Apply For 
It—Only a Few Get It. 


[S. F. Mail, 22d.] 

Charles Crocker’s offer of work on 
the Potrero was cheerfully accepted 
yesterday morning by seven hundred 
laborers, eager to work at the low 
wages offered. As early as five o'clock 
the scene of the intended improve- 
ments was visited by crowds of work- 
ingmen ready to wield the pick and 
shovel. The directors of the works 
were surprised. They had evidently 
not expected that their offer would be 
so generally accepted, as there were 
upwards of three hundred and thirty 
men on the ground. That number 
were engaged and detailed as follows: 
18 as foremen; 50 as drilling holes for 
blasting; 50 to drive carts, and the re- 
mainder to use pick and shovel and 
assist in loading eight platform cars. 
It is the intention of the railroad com- 
pany to grade through from Illinois to 
Kentucky street. To perform this 
work will necessitate the removal of a 
body of rock and clay one block in 
width, three hundred feet in length, 
and from twenty to fifty feet high. 
The soil so removed will be used in 
filling in the swamp in the vicinity. 
The men who have signified their anx- 
iety to assist in the work are, for the 
most part, apparently honest fellows 
who look forward to hard work as a 
means of obtaining alivelihood. There 
are a few exceptions. Young men, 
who, being without friends and con- 
genial employment, have, by the force 


tion with persons better fitted by na- 
ture and training, forthe work. Such 
men are always at hand. Their pres- 
ence does not indisputably prove that 
the times are exceptionally hard. It 
was the crowd of willing laborers who, 
in other days would have scoffed at 
the petty offer of $1 a day toiling 
earnestly to earn that pittance, that 
exemplitied the present necessity of 
the poor. The men are to be paid by 
the day, and yesterday after the men 
had been assigned to their respective 
duties, the paymaster, with two assist- 
ants, took the names of all at work and 
issued to such a check for a half day’s 
pay. The same arrangement was ob- 
served in the afternoon. At night the 
checks were cashed by a paymaster 
who came on the ground with the 
requisite coin.

Procopio, the Bandit. 


The Latest Exploit of the Successor of 
Tiburcio Vasquez. 


The San Jose Mercury of the 20th 
has the following concerning the suc- 
cessor of Tiburcio Vasquez and the re- 
ported nephew of Joaquin Murietta: 
About four months ago Tomaso Ko- 
dundo, alias Procopio, alias Red-hand- 
ed Dick, one of the worst desperadoes 
that California has ever produced, was 
released from San Quentin, having 
served out a sentence for cattle-steal- 
ing. He was arrested for supposed 
complicity for the killing of a French- 
man at Pleasanton, a crime for which 
his old associate, Bartolo Sepulveda, 
is now serving out a life sentence. 
Sheriff Morse, who made the arrest, 
could not, however, obtain sufficient 
evidence to warrant a prosecution, and 
so he was tried on an old indictment 
for grand larceny. Previous to his. 
capture he had been concerned in 
numberless affrays, larcenies and high- 
way robberies, and for a time was the 
intimate associate of the dead bandit, 
-Tiburcio Vasquez. 

Procopio is regarded as even a more 
dangerous man than Vasquez. He 

ssesses greater piysical strength, 
is more blood-thirsty and revengeful, 
and is fully as cunning. After his re- 
lease from San Quentin he went to 
Livermore, and one night in an affray 
at the Mexican settlement, knuwn as 
Mexico, he shot a man, but for some 
reason was not prosecuted. Then he 
came to Mayfield, and a few days 
afterwards shot a Californian in the 
leg in a dificulty about a woman. 
The affair was settled on account of 
Procopia’s desperate character, and no 
effort was made to arrest him. He 
then turned his steps toward San Jose, 
where he remained for several wecks 
in quiet. John Fitzgerald, Assistant 
Jailor, met him several times, but as 
there was no warrant out for his ar- 
rest no attempt was made to place 
him in custody. 

One night C. B. Hensley lost two 
horses, and about that time Procopio 
disappeared. His after career in 
Fresno, Tulare and Kern counties, at 
thehead ofa band of desperadoes, 
some of whom have suffered the ex- 
treme penalty of the law, is well 
known. His latter exploits is detailed 
ina letter received by a gentleman in 
Oakland from an eye wisness of the 
affair, and reads as follows; é 

In regard to the killing by Proco- 
pio, five men from Handford—Dr. 
Pierson, Whiteside, Gladden and two 
others, whose names I forgot-—were 


out hunting the robbers, who had gone 


through two stores in Vasquez, and 
were in Handford’s December 26th. 
On that night the party above named 
Were camped at Summit Lake, when 
Procopio came along afoot with a sad- 
dle on his back. He was hailed by 
the party, but refused to come back 
to them. They started after him and 
he threw down his saddle and ran. 
The next morning they tracked him 
over the plains to Krienhagen, on the 
Posa Chine. Procopio had been there 
about 9 o’clock that morning, and had 
gone about two miles furtter on, to 
Landre Higuerra’s house. The party 
followed him and arrived at Higuerra’s 
at 4 p. m., and found Procopio in bed, 
asleep. They went up to him and 
woke him, and told him he was their 
prisoner. 

He said, “All right, I suppose you 
will let me dress myself.” They said 
“Of course.” Procopio commenced to 
dress in a careless way. At last he 
put on his coat, and as he did so he 
turned his back to them. Suddenly 
he turned upon them and drawing two 
pistols from the breast pockets of his 
coat, leveled them and exclaimed, 
“Get out of here, you ” He af 
the same time fired. All five of the 
men Claim that they returned the shots 
but that Procopio squatted and their 
bullets went over him. AlJl but Glaa- 
den left the house. Gladden jumped 
behind him inacorner. Procopio went 
to the door and fired again, and dodged 
back in the house. He then shot Glad- 
den and got his pistol also. Procopio 
then rushed from the house and broke 
through the horses, which were left 
standing in front of the house. Then 
Gladden came out of the house smil- 
ing, and fell in front of the house 
dead. One of the party had a Henry 
rifle, loaded with five cartridges. He 
was standing with his eback towards 
Procopio, looking out of the door, and 
had his rifle resting on his left arm, 
with his right hand on the lock and 
trigger. When Procopio fired this 
man shot his rifle off in the position 
described, then broke and ran off some 
fifty yards, turned around and _ fired 
through the house, close to the door, 
three shots. Then, when Procopio 
broke through the horses this man 
shot at him, but killed one of the 
horses. 

One of the party had a pistol which 
would not revolve, the spring being 
broke. He therefore only shot once, 
but kept snapping. Two of the men 
had small pocket pistols. One of 
them, after the shot in the house, ran 
to the corner of the house; and as Pro- 
copie came out he fired all his shots 
at him. The others ran off some dis- 
tance and also emptied their shooting 
irons. Procopio then went across the 
creek, (about ene hundred yards). He 
fell and dropped one of his pistols, 
which he picked up, and turned around, 
saying, “Why don’t yon shoot, you 
s——!” He then ran toward the lake 
on top of the small hill, leaded his 
pistols, and watched his would-be cap- 
tors. They all went to the store 
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(Kreinhagen’s) and _ reloaded their 
weapons, Procopio then ran up the 
creek to a Mexican (Theodaphilus) 
drew his pistel on him and demanded 
his horse and saddle or his life, Theo- 
dophilus replied that his saddle was in 
the house; the horse was tied along- 
side of the house. Procopio made 
the Mexican stay where he was, and 
told him. to call his wife and tell he: 
to fetch the saddle and put it on the 
horse, which she did. Procopio then 
mounted and rode off up the creek.

PuLMONARY DISEASE AS AFFY§CTED 
BY Locatirry.—The physician in charge 
of the “Mountain Sanitarium” for pul- 
monary diseases at Asheville, N. C., 
states that in the treatment of pul- 
monary diseases several historical pe- 
riods or epochs may be recognized— 
that in which the sea climate was con- 
sidered as most beneficial, that in which 
dry climates were advised, and that in 
which elevated regions were recom- 
mended; the most theoretical investi- 
gators as well as many physicians, 
now agreeing that, in the removal of 
the patient to elevated regions, the 
best possible course is pursued. It 
appears that the success attained by 
the removal of the patient to southern 
climates, without securing a greater 
altitude, amounts simply to the re- 
lief of the symptoms, only warding off 
fresh injury—the patient, after re- 
turning home, not having acquired 
the power of resistance, which alone 
can prevent a new catarrh or inflama- 
tion from attacking the lungs; the 
general effect, on the other hand, of a 
mountain climate, is to be considered 
an active one, since increased de- 
mands are made.upon the functions of 
the organism from all sides. 
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DEPOPULATION OF AN Historic Is- 
LAND.—A correspondent of the Times 
relating the story of a defalcation in 
St Helena, draws a painful picture of 
the gradual decay of the island. It 
has been ruined by the Suez Canal, by 
the use of steam condensers, and by 
the improvement in the speed of ships 
traveling between. Europe and India. 
The shipmasters now want nothing, 
and the revenue, chiefly derived from 
custom duty, has sunk to £13,615. 
The establishments have been cut 
down to £5,629, the troops of the 
line have been withdrawn, and one- 
fourth of the whole population has 
emigrated, chiefly to the Cape, while 
the remainder have been reduced to 
the greatest straits. There are ncw 
only 2,681 males in the island, of 
whom 1,154 are children. It is pro- 
bable that the decline will extend 
much further, for the cultivators have 
now no motive for remaining, and it is 
difficult to see what government could 
do for the island, unless, indeed, it 
could induce the people to try some 
new culture. Some very fine species 
of tobacco, the chinchona plant, the 
opium, yielding poppy, or a rose that 
would yield oil might give the island 
an article of export, and so bring back 
part of its prosperity. A few hun- 
dred pounds judiciously expended on 
an experiment of this sort might do 
more for it than any imperial grant 
the local Treasury is likely to obtain, 
and the means of making the experi- 
ments could readily be found at the 
India office. 


AN ANECDOTE OF THE War.—l 
have heard an old war story, and, by 
the way, it is cne of the best of them. 
I had it from a former officer under 
Stonewall Jackson. On one of our 
marches in the early Spring, when a 
chilling rain had been falling for days, 
and the slush was almost waist deep, 
our command, utterly wretched and 
broken down, was struggling along as 
best it could under such circumstances. 
Worn out myself I crept into a fence 
corner to rest awhile. Presently I 
saw a solitary straggler coming slewly 
up the road. He seemed almost ex- 
hausted—his shoes were gone and his 
feet cut and bleeding. I was struck 
with his appearance, for through all 
its wretchedness shone the indomita- 
ble spirit of the Southern soldier—the 
man who would be found at his post 
or else dead in the attempt to reach it.

Before you enter a house that you 
have some thoughts of taking do not 
fail to take a look, not Only at the ex- 
terior thereof, but at the neighborhood 
around it. Do not, however, be too 
much struck with a showy outside;

cher after all—a very -living grave. 
The house, too, may be in itself, both 
outside and in, everything which heart 
can desire, but after all it may be sit- 
uated in the vicinity of other houses, 
either at the back or front, the conduct 
of the inmates of which may _ render 
your life wretched. Your rooms may 
be furnished with taste and comfort, 
but if you are amakened every other 
night by the sounds of drunken rev- 
elry, or mayhap fighting and squab- 
bling, your life will not be a very ro- 
mantic one, to say the least.

Nothing can be more injurious to the 
health than residence in a house which 
is damp; coughs and colds, aches and 
pains and rheums—aye, and maybe 
fever itself—must be your portion if 
you are unwise enough to live in a 
damp house, and granting that you 
have the strongest of constitutions, 
dampness will sap it, your nerves will 
be weakened, you will tind yourself ill 
aud fretful without being able te as- 
sign a cause therefor. Avoid a damp 
house, therefore; you can hardly fail 
to know if it is damp. Suspicious 
spots of mildew about the paper, bead- 
ing on unpapered walls and a gener- 
ally moist smell must guide you in 
your diagnosis. More deadly even 
than damp are the emanations from 
drains and cess pools and noxious 
gases, such as sulphureted hydrogen 
and carbonic acid. If you mean to 
live any length of time in a house it 
will be much better to put the matter 
into the hands of a trustworthy sur- 
veyor and let him see to this matter.

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A Dinner of Horse Flesh. 


I went on Saturday, writes a Paris 


correspondent, to a horse-flesh dianer, 
given by M. Ducroix, Veterinary-in- 
Chief to the Etat Major of Paris. It 
was prepared by an ordinary cwok, the 
host wishing his guests to know that 
the food placed before them owed 
none of its palatable virtues to extra- 
ordinary culinary science. Everything 
except the sweets at dessert were of 
Chevaline extraction. I. thought the 
soup better than bouillion made from 
beef. The bouillion was very tooth- 
some. ‘‘Cheval a la mode’ was also 
excellent, but the crowning dish was 
roast fillet, which was very tender and 
succulent. ‘There was. no flavor or 
odor that in the remotest way remind- 
ed one of the stable. 

The weak point of the feast was the 
salad, which was dressed with oil 
taken from horses’ feet. M. Ducroix 
is an enthusiast, and dreams of noth- 
ing else than ‘cheapening meat and 
rendering the lives of horses. tolerable 
by getting people to become hippopop- 
agists. If the ultimate fate of the 
horse was to be sent tothe butcher’s 
shambles instead of to the slaughter 
house, cabmen, he opines, would be 
more merciful to the beasts they drive, 
and the poor would be able to fall 
back from dear beef and mutton upon 
cheaper and more nutritive meat. 
Since his hippopophagy has been in- 
troduced here, more than _ 12,000 
horses annually have fallen into the 
stewpans and soup pots of the French 
capital. It appears, indeed, that. the 
supply. is scarcely equal to the de- 
mand. 

On sitting down, I feel, I confess, 
somewhat nervous. It occurred to me 
that sundry chevaline diseases were 
propagated by innoculations M. Du 
croix, who suspected my misgivings, 
informed me that the inspection of 
horse flesh for the flesh markets 1s 
more close than that of beef. ‘The 
living animal has to pass a veterinary 
surgeon, and when it is reduced to the 
condition of butcher’s meat it is again 
subjected to.a microscopic eXamina- 
tion. Some members of the Society 
for the protection of animals have in- 
vited M. Ducroix to London to make 
arrangements with them for a horse 
flesh banquet at the Crystal Palace, 
prepared by a French cook. — Liverpool 
Courier.

How Kars was Taken. 


Storming the Ramparts—A Bullet-Proof 
Colonel. 


London News: Major General Count 
Grabbe, a zealous and distinguished 
soldier, the father of four children, led 
his column on horseback on the Kanla 
Tabia. At about 11 o’clock, however, 
two bullets simultaneously pierced his 
breast and put a stop to his gallant 
career. He expired Yefore reaching 
the ambulance. Only a few weeks 
before he had been decorated with the 
cross of St. George for his valorous 
behaviour at the storming of Ardahan. 
I met him some days before the battle 
and he showed me then two other 
such crosses which he had received by 
the same post from his wife and his 
sister as a congratulatory present. 
“You see,” he said, smiling in a melan- 
choly way, “I am well provided should 
I lose perchance my cross.” I observ- 
ed him often kneeling before his tield- 
bed absorbed in prayer and meditation 
with his head buried in the cushivns. 
Colonel Blumering of the —— 
assumed then the command of 
that brigade, and seized with an iron 
grasp the formidable redan. He and 
the pony he is accustomed to ride 
seemed to be shot-proof, as on several 
occasions, especially at Ardahan, they 
remained for hours unscathed in a hail 
storm of bullets. The earthworks of 
the Kanla Tabia were taken by esca- 
lade, and the garrison was driven out 
by the bayenet. Captain Kwidnitzky 
of the Sebastopol regiment, was the 
ffrst on the ladder and on the crown 
of the ramparts. The hadie of his 
sword was torn away and his. clothes 
split in rags by bullets and bayonets. 
He showod me the ladder he had 
climbed, still leaning against the wall. 
I found it to be about three yards too 
short,an awkward circumstance which 
might have led to failure had it not 
been for the demoralized state of the 
defenders. Some of them, however, 
animated by an energetic Pasha, had 
shut themselves up in the long massive 
reduit at the gorge, and kept up 
thence a murderous rifle-firing till 4 
o’clock in the morning. The young 
Russian troops already thought of 
abandoning their conquest on account 
of the rapid volleys from the loop- 
holes,-which dealt very badly with 
them. They sent word to General 
Loris Merikoff asking for reinforce- 
ments or leave to retreat. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief ordered two softnias 
of Cossacks to dismount and to assist 
the wavering infantry. The riders 
followed the summons with loud 
cheers, and backed the grenadiers so 
eflicaciously that they regained their 
exhausted courage and braved anew 
the enemy’s fire as steadily as the old 
Caucasian soldiers. General Gubsky, 
the able chief of artillery, a man of 
spotless character, managed to finish 
the sanguinary struggle by the threat 
of blowing the whole reduit up 
through: the instrumentality of a large 
quantity of dynamite. As in all 
probability the scheme would have 
been brought into execution, the 
Pasha inside reflected on the matter, 
and surrendered on the condition 
that he and his soldiers lives. should 
bs spared, which was readily granted.

How is It ? 
The Hoeys—Do They Exist among Us ? 

Some weeks ago our town was 
startled by an alarm of fire, and the 
firemen arrived at the scene in time to 
learn that a Chinese wash house on the 
edge of town had burned to the 
ground. Several pistol shots were 
heard about the time of the alarm, 
and the body of a dead Chinaman, 
riddled with bullets, was found 
amongst the ruins.. Knowing that a 
tribunal had been organized among 
the Chinese for the protection of life, 
we saw in this bold deed a sufficient 
reason. No clue to the person or mo- 
tives of the murderer was obtained, 
and the Gazette from an interview with 
an intelligent Chinaman learned of the 
probable existence of a tribe of the or- 
der known as “Hoeys” among us. Ina 
recent case of murder, in Humboldt 
county, the Coroners jury was brought 
to the same conclusien. After ob- 
taining all possible testimony bearing 
upon the facts in the case, the sworn 
jury arrived at the conclesion that Ah 
Quin and accomplices committed the 
murder in front of the store of Sam 
Wa Lung, adding, “We also believe 
that there is now existing a_ secret 
tribunal among the Chinese which de- 
fies our authorities.” 

There can be no doubt that such se- 
cret tribunals exist in all communities 
where the Chinese live, and the clue 
to many a murderand robbery might 
be found with a close scrutiny of this 
order. That convictions of Chinese 
by their countrymen is impossible 
every court has learned, and it seems 
to us that it might be interesting work 
for some competent detective to un- 
ravel the mystery which shrouds these 
silent and deadly “Hoeys.” ~There 
can be no doubt that the pistol shots 
which eaused the death of Ah Sam 
the other day, were fired in obedience 
to the mandates of this body.

A Strange Case.

Joe O'Neal arrived here about 11 
o'clock last night from Little Hum- 
boldt and brings intelligence of a hor- 
rible affair. Yesterday morning he 
arrived at Pat Eagan’s place, about 15 
miles above Richie’s, on the Little 
Humbldt and was horrified to find 
Egan in convulsions. His head and 
face were bruised’ and lacerated; he 
foamed at the mouth; his eyes appear- 
ed to be fixed in their sockets, and he 
seemed to be in the agonies of death. 
After a while he recovered conscious- 
ness, and, recognizing O'Neal, said, 
‘Joe I’m poisoned.” He then said 
he suspected that aman, with whom 
he had had some trouble recently, 
came to his cabin during his absence 
and put strychnine in his flour or 
yeast powders. He pointed to a box 
on which he had written his suspicion 
and the name of the man he suspected, 
and that if he died there alone he 
hoped his friends would not think he 
had committed suicide. He had been 
ill for 36 hours at the time O'Neal ar- 
rived at his camp and when in con- 
vulsions had bruised and torn his face. 
He had some $1,400 in the cabin and 
this, in his lucid intervals, he scatter- 
ed partially hid in the dust in front 
of the cabin. He told O'Neal where 
his people lived in Ireland and request- 
ed him to dispose of his property, if 
he died, and send the proceeds to his 
brother, with the request that he take 
care of his mother as long as she lived. 
O'Neal says that he heard on the 
Little Humboldt that another man, 
whose name he could not learn, stop- 
ped at Eagan’s, eat dinner and was 
also poisoned. At the time O'Neal 
left the cabin yesterday afternoon, 
Eagan appeared much better. He 
drank a bottle of whisky and eat a 
plug of tobacco; these being the only 
remedies at hand, which caused him 
to vomit quite freely, and hopes were 
‘entertained of saving his life. He has 
resided onthe Little Humboldt three 
or four years, and has some three or 
four hundred head of cattle and other 
property worth three or four thousand 
dollars. The flour, yeast powders

A BELOVED GENERAL.—It 1s said 
‘that General Skobeleff is the idol of 
his soldiers. One afternoon in 
vember, his troops-were massed near 
the encampment, with arms in hand, 
and with spades to entrench the 
grounds they were about to take; 
stretcher-bearers in a group at the 
rear, a suggestive, but unpleasant 
sight; a battery of mitrailleuses bun- 
djed up likeso many human beings, 
to keep out the damp, and in front of 
the troops, the little body of picked 
men, each with his shovel, his rations 
and plenty ef ammunition, who were 
to make the first rush across, use the 
bayonet, and then throw it aside for 
the spade, and endeavor to cover in 
time to resist the attack of the return- 
ing Turks. General Skobeleff dis- 
mounted and told the men just what 
he expected of them—that they were 
not to storm the works of Plevna, but 
only to run forward and take the piece 
of ground they knew perfectly well, in 
front of the road, and to hold it. until 
they haa works thrown up. He cau- 
tioned them, as many were young sol- 
diers sent out from the reserves to fill 
the great gaps in the ranks, not to ad- 
vance too far, but to mind exactly what 
the officers told them. He would be 
with them himself, and would direct 
the movements personally. As the 
men passed they all received encour- 
aging words, and they went by smiling 
at the good natured chaff from the 
General, who called to them by name, 
remarked on their new boots, which, 
he said, were like those of a Spanish 
den, and told the musicians they would 
play a waltz in the new redoubts on 
the morrow.

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How Bismarck SAVED THE LIFE 
or His Groom.—Here is a fresh 
“personal” of Prince Bismarck. In 
the Summer of 1842, when 28 years 
old, and a cavalry officer, he was 
standing one afternoon with some of 
his companions on a bridge, when _ his 
groom led his horse into the water to

drink. Suddenly the horse lost foot- 
ing, fell, and the groom disappeared. 
Bismarck immediately threw away his 
sword, tore of his uniform and sprang 
into the river to save his servant. He 
caught him, but the frightened man 
clung to him with such a grip that he 
was obliged to go to the bottom before 
he could get loese. Eventually he 
saved the groom. For this gallant 
deed Bismarck received the well 
known Prussian Rettungsmedaille that 
one still sees, between so many other 
stars and order, on his breast. He is 
very proud of this mark of honor; and 
once when a distinguished diplomatist 
asked, with some sarcasm, the mean- 
ing of the simple decoration, which at 
the time was the only one he had, he

A Cowardly Murder. 


[R. R. Reveille—19th: 


employ of the Austin and Battle 
Mountain stage line, and Geo. Finney 
Wells, Fargo & Co’s messenger, we 
have been furnished with the follow- 
ing particulars of a cowardly murder, 
occurring between four and five o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, a few hundred 
yards west of Reese River Station, on 
the Austin and Battle Mountain stage 
road, and about 30 miles distant from 
this city.

At the time 
stated above, without any warning to 
the unfortunate man of what was in 
store for him, White went to a shaft, 
fifty feet in depth, in. which Wallace 
was working, and dropped a rock or 
rocks down which caused the death of 
Wallace, and then cut the windlass 
rope and threw it down the shaft. Im- 
mediately following thecowardly deed, 
in his travel a short distance from the 
shaft, he met with a party of wood 
cheppers coming down from the hills, 
to whom he reported what he 
had done. They, however, it 
appears, took no steps towards se- 
euring White, but allowed him to pass 
on. The brother of Wallace, who has 
a ranch on Reese river, ashort distance 
from where the murder took place, 
being advised of the affair, endeavor- 
ed to get help to bring the body to the 
surface but failed and was forced to 
allow his dead brother to remain in 
the shaft over night. 

R. Y. Woodward, County Coroner, 
who happened to be on the downstage 
last night, stopped over at the station 
for the purpose of holding an inquest 
to-day. 

On the arrival of the stage this 
morning, a warrant was issued for the 
arrest of White and placed in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriff C. Thomas, 
who started at once in pursuit. of 
White.

|Lehmann Pasha, one of the bravest of 
‘the Turkish Generals. The old war- 
rior died like a soldier. As he stood 
‘on the banquette of the advance _par- 
'apet, directing the working of his mor- 
tars and watching the effect of their 
fire, a shell burst just in front of 
him, and a piece passing through his 
field-glasses, entered his forehead, kill- 
ing him on the spot. Whenthe Gen- 
eral fell, and the men realized their 
loss, the cry of ‘‘Allah!” echoed along 
the trenches, and they opened a ter- 


cipline prevented them from hurling 
themselves, in broad daylight, against 
the rock, only to swell the number of 
corpses already at its base. He was 
buried from the monastery at Kezan- 
lik. The funeral started from Chipka 
at noon. First marched a battalion 
of infantry; then came the band of a 
cavalry regiment playing someof those 
wild, sad Turkish airs; next, on a 
gun-carriage drawn by eight horses 
the coffin covered with flags, with the 
General’s fez and sword onit, and his 
well-known chestuut charger following; 
and last came the staff. The artillery 
Sergeant, who carried his belovedcom- 
mander’s sword, sobbed like a child, 
and many a soldierwhispered, ‘‘Would 
to Allah I was lying in his place!”

President Hayes excites the admira- 
tion the Washington letter writers by 
the ease and fidelity with which he 
performs the many irksome duties of 
his office. One of them writes thus: 
‘‘He rarely fails to devote eight or ten 
hours a day to the reutine work of the 
White House. Always in the best of 
health he is always an early riser, and 
he probably devotes a greater number 
of hours in the week to his official du- 
ties than were usually given to them 
by any of his recent predecessors.
